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Pledge to rid borough of illegal encampments

WALSALL Council is to use 
£100,000 a year to tackle trav¬ 
ellers in the borough - and will 
be setting up physical barri¬ 
ers at key sites to stop groups 
from gaining access. 

It comes after the council received 
a landmark injunction allowing it to 
swiftly move travellers on from cer¬ 
tain sites. 

Council leader Councillor Sean Coughlan 
made the £100,000 pledge in an open letter to 
Aldridge and Brownhills MP Wendy Morton. 

The borough has been plagued by travellers 
over recent years. The injunction obtained 
from the county court restricts the setting up 
of encampments or anti-social behaviour at 12 
specific sites, including Delves Green Common. 

In his open letter, Councillor Coughlan ad¬ 
dressed the scale of the problem and what can 
be done to tackle it. 

He said: “The council is well aware of the 
problems caused to local people across the bor¬ 
ough. We have obtained an injunction against 
anyone who wishes to engage in anti-social 
behaviour across the borough or to set up en¬ 
campments on any of a dozen named sites. 

Impact 

“Taken together with other measures which 
will over the coming months be rolled out to in¬ 
troduce physical barriers to key sites, we hope 
to reduce the impact of unauthorised encamp¬ 
ments on local people.” 

Councillor Coughlan added that despite the 
council’s tough financial position, the £100,000 
would still be put up to help with the fight 
against illegal encampments. 

He said: “Since 2011 Walsall, one of the most 
deprived boroughs in the country, has had its 
core funding reduced by £89.6 million and in 
recent years the reduction of our workforce 
by one third. Against this very difficult finan¬ 
cial situation, the council will commit around 
£100,000 this year to measures to reduce un¬ 
authorised encampments.” 

The process of moving camps on usually 
takes three to five days after a court order is 
granted. However, obtaining the recent injunc¬ 
tion will make it much quicker to move illegal 
camps off. 

Other sites hit by camps over the last year 
include Walsall Arboretum, Anchor Meadow 
playing fields and land at Hawthorn Road. 
Signs will now go up at the 12 sites warning 
travellers that unless they meet the require¬ 
ments of a welfare check allowing them to stay 
on the site, they will have to move on. 


COUPLE’S ANGER OVER WAIT FOR NEW SHEDS

A WOMAN who had two garden sheds and a 
greenhouse ‘destroyed’ as a result of work on 
retirement apartments next door is still wait¬ 
ing for a replacement five months later. 

Sue Horobin, aged 62, of Leighswood Road, 
Aldridge, heard a ‘great bang’ when builders 
for McCarthy & Stone knocked down a wall 
next to her home. 

She noticed the two sheds and a greenhouse 
belonging to herself and husband Kevin bro¬ 
ken and claimed she has since had trouble or¬ 
ganising replacements through the company. 

She said: “I was just at home in the kitchen 


and heard this great bang. My son asked me 
what was happening so I went in the garden 
and saw the two sheds and our greenhouse 
destroyed. 

“I was shocked but spoke to the builders 
who, to be fair to them, said they would or¬ 
ganise getting them replaced. However, I 
didn’t think it would take this long.” 

So far, Mrs Horobin claims she has been 
given three replacement sheds, all of which 
were too small. She has offered to pay for 
and assemble the new sheds herself and then 
pass the bill on to McCarthy & Stone but says 


this was rejected. She has also been left with 
an unfinished replacement greenhouse for a 
month, with builders claiming they couldn’t 
complete the job because the instruction man¬ 
ual ‘got wet’. 

“I just feel like I have been passed from pil¬ 
lar to post and I am really at the end of my 
tether,” said Mrs Horobin. 

“This should never have happened in the 
first place but I am just upset at how long it 
has taken.” 

McCarthy & Stone were unavailable for 
comment. 


PLANNING 

Bedsits look likely 
despite objections 

PLANNING officers have recommended 
approval of a controversial scheme to con¬ 
vert a former hotel in to a house of multiple 
occupation for more than 30 people. 

The former Abberley Hotel in Bescot 
Road, Walsall, will be transformed into a 
32-bedroom HMO with 19 parking spaces 
if Walsall Council planning committee 
agrees to the proposals. 

Residents have opposed the plans on 
the grounds of noise issues and too many 
bedsits. A 40-signature petition has been 
handed in.

Road closed after 
two-car collision 

A ROAD in Walsall was temporarily 
closed following a crash on Sunday 
evening. 

Two crews from Walsall Fire Station 
attended a two-car collision on Wolver¬ 
hampton Road, near KFC at 7.30pm. 

Crews temporarily closed the section 
of the road where the crash took place. 

No serious injuries were reported, 
with one person taken to the Manor 
Hospital for a check up. 

The crash did result in damage to the 
vehicles involved.

Boy stuck in canal 
mud pulled clear 

A 12-year-old boy had to be rescued by 
emergency services after getting stuck in 
the canal at Rushall. 

West Midlands Fire Service were called 
shortly before 7pm last Thursday to the 
canal locks at Bell Bridge, off Walstead 
Road. It received reports of a boy stuck in 
the mud up to his waist. 

A service spokesman said: “We had a 
call from someone saying their friend was 
stuck in mud. 

“We sent one crew from Walsall which 
included five firefighters. They freed the 
boy using ladders and ropes and left at 
7.42pm.”

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Luda bingo scheme set for backing

CONTROVERSIAL plans for a mul¬ 
ti-million pound bingo hall in Walsall 
town centre are set to get the go ahead. 

Mecca Bingo Limited submitted the 
proposals for Park Street at the end of 
August. Now Walsall Council’s planning 
committee have been advised by officers 
to approve the plans. 

Mecca, which wants the site at 9-11 
Park Street to be a Luda Bingo, say the 
hall will have a bingo room, a cafe area 
and an electric lounge - featuring jack¬ 
pot gambling machines. 

But it is these machines that have left 


the plans shrouded in controversy, with 
town centre Councillor Aftab Nawaz 
saying the scheme will ‘ruin the town 
centre’. 

He added: “We need to try and get a 
more diverse mix of businesses. We do 
not want a high street full of gambling 
outlets. I don’t think this would be at¬ 
tractive to shoppers and would instead 
drive them away.” 

The scheme has come in for further 
criticism after it was revealed that the 
BBC Pension Fund own the site and will 
have agreed to the plans, despite a Pan¬ 


orama show airing on BBC Two earlier 
this month looking at the addiction and 
problems with gambling machines. 

A spokesman for the BBC said: “Any 
potential tenant under consideration by 
the pension fund’s property manager 
must abide by the necessary legislation.” 

Mecca say they would spend £12 mil¬ 
lion on its lease for the site, and would 
refurbish the currently vacant units for 
£900,000. 

The company said there would be 25 
new jobs up for grabs, in full and part- 
time positions, if it gets the go ahead. 


New bar in pipeline as 
old club put up for rent 


A NEW bar could be on the 
way for Walsall after the 
site of the old Rift and Co 
was put up for rent. 

Estate agents Bond Wolfe, 
based in West Bromwich, is ad¬ 
vertising the Bridge Street site 
to be rented for £90,000 a year 
or £7,500 per month. 

The former nightclub, which 
boasts a bar area, cellar, kitchen, toi¬ 
lets and a store room, closed towards 
the end of last year. 

It is located in a popular spot for 
night-time revellers, with Japanese 
cocktail bar Makoto located next 
door and Revolution slightly further 
up the street. 

The 9,060 sq ft property, which 
is listed on Rightmove, is described 
as a ‘substantial ground floor prem¬ 
ises’ which benefits from a ‘glass 
open frontage opening on to Bridge 
Street’. 

Labour Councillor Aftab Nawaz, 
town centre representative for the 
St Matthews ward, said: “I certainly 
would not like to see more gam¬ 
bling or fast-food establishments, 
although I do need to keep an open 
mind being on the licensing commit¬ 
tee. 

Shabby 

“We already have several of these 
in the town centre. I would like to 
see something that is going to up the 
attractiveness of the area and bring 
people in from all over Walsall and 
surrounding areas. 

“If you just go up from there you 
have the old telephone exchange 
which is looking particularly shabby 
and that is not what you want people 
to see. 

“The town centre has been devel¬ 
oping really well at the top end by 
the art gallery and it is time this 
area got a bit of investment and a 
bit of development as well.” 

He added: “Bars and clubs have 
a place in Walsall especially at the 
night time. It would be great if it 
created jobs as well but we need to 
make sure Walsall town centre has 
a good both day and night offering.”

Hospital fall 
contributed 
to death of 
elderly man 

A FALL at a Black Country hospital con¬ 
tributed to the death of a pensioner, a 
coroner ruled. 

James Garratt, of Joynson Street, 
Wednesbury, was admitted to Walsall 
Manor Hospital with constipation on 
June 27. 

Two days later the 81-year-old fell and 
broke his femur and underwent surgery. 
He later contracted a urinary tract in¬ 
fection which resulted in his death on 
July 3. 

Assistant Coroner Angus Smillie re¬ 
turned a conclusion of accidental death. 
The inquest heard the trust running 
Manor Hospital produced a report hav¬ 
ing investigated the fall and the coroner 
ruled out neglect, saying hospital staff 
had enforced appropriate measures to 
prevent a fall. 

Returning a conclusion of acciden¬ 
tal death, he said: “There was no gross 
failure to provide medical attention for 
Mr Garratt. He was the unfortunate 
sufferer of an accidental fall for which 
appropriate steps to prevent such a fall 
had been taken. 

“I am satisfied that the steps taken 
were sufficient to satisfy the test that it 
was not neglect. Regrettably this was an 
accident.” 

Mr Smillie found there were several 
‘elements of causation’ in addition to 
the fall, which led to Mr Garratt’s death. 

Among them were pre-existing 
illnesses including a recurrence of lung 
cancer, which was diagnosed at the start 
of the year, and chronic obstructive pul¬ 
monary disease.”

David Purchase, health and safety 
and environment manager at the col¬ 
lege, said: “I am delighted that we have 
maintained our outstanding standards 
and received another gold this year.” 

The majority of awards are non-com¬ 
petitive and mark achievement at merit, 
bronze, silver and gold levels.

A TRAIN driver was assaulted by a 
passenger during a commuter service 
from Wolverhampton to Walsall.

British Transport Police spokes¬ 
man Sarah Buxton said: “On arrival 
at the scene, officers found the driver 
was uninjured and no official com¬ 
plaint was received. 

“An 18-year-old man admitted 
assaulting the driver and, after con¬ 
sulting with all parties concerned, 
the matter was dealt with by way of a 
community resolution.” 

Conversion of 
house refused 

PLANS to convert a house into shops 
and offices have been refused by coun¬ 
cil bosses. 

Proposals submitted from GT 
Designz to transform 41 Brace Street 
in Caldmore, Walsall, into a retail and 
office space have been turned down by 
planning bosses on the grounds that 
there is not enough demand for such 
a development in the area. 

A refusal statement from Steve 
Pretty, head of planning with Walsall 
Council, said: “The application has 
failed to demonstrate that it will serve 
an important local need. 

“The council is not satisfied that 
there are exceptional local need cir¬ 
cumstances which would over-ride 
the presumption against such a devel¬ 
opment.” 

Councillor Aftab Nawaz, who rep¬ 
resents the area, said he agreed with 
the decision.

A £1 MILLION landscape project at 
the heart of a new 400-home develop¬ 
ment is under way. 

Following the revamp residents at 
the Waters Keep estate in Walsall 
will be able to enjoy the improved 
open spaces and play facilities at the 
nearby Lea and Swannies Fields sites 
located in Goscote Lane. A new skate 
park, football pitch, play areas, and 
trim trail, together with improved 
paths and towpaths, are just some of 
the scheduled improvements. 

The first stage of the six-month 
work programme has now begun and 


includes site clearance, drainage and 
landscaping. 

The project is being led by the coun¬ 
cil, together with the Canal and River 
Trust (C&RT), who have appointed 
South Staffordshire based landscap¬ 
ing firm Jack Moody LCE Ltd to de¬ 
liver the works. 

Councillor Lee Jeavons, deputy 
leader and portfolio holder for re¬ 
generation at Walsall Council said: 
“Improving the open space and canal 
corridor is central to supporting and 
sustaining the regeneration aspira¬ 
tions. The development programme 


for the area is bringing together the 
housing, employment, and outdoor 
leisure opportunities, which will en¬ 
hance the community and benefit so 
many local people over the coming 
months and years.” 

Through the contract a number of 
landscape jobs and apprenticeships 
will also be created for local people, as 
well as supply chain opportunities for 
Walsall-based companies. 

Gordon Griffiths, director of land¬ 
scaping at Jack Moody LCE Ltd said: 
“We are delighted to have secured 
this contract with Walsall Council.” 


Services 'at risk' in 
council budget, claim 


A WALSALL councillor believes 
services across the board will be 
at risk when the authority produc¬ 
es its draft budget at the end of the 
month. 

Liberal Democrat councillor Ian Shires 
says the council’s current financial situa¬ 
tion is ‘dire’, with around £40 million of 
cuts needed to be made in the next year 
alone in the face of central government 
cuts. 

He added the authority was ‘past the bare 
bones’ in terms of what it can offer outside of 
its statutory services after four years of making 
savings. 

Councillor Shires admitted that all services 
outside of adult social care and children’s care 
will be hit. However, he has pledged the council 
will do its best to speak with residents about 
what services they want saving and what can 
be done to do that. At the same time, he admit¬ 
ted another increase in council tax is likely for 
the year ahead. 

Councillor Shires said: “The government is 
more concerned with things outside council 
services and we have to find a lot of money 
over the next four years just to cover the cut in 
funding we get from government. 

Vulnerable 

“The cuts will affect every resident in one 
way or another, we as a council will be able to 
offer less and less. 

“However, it is important that the most vul¬ 
nerable people in our borough, our older popu¬ 
lation and children are kept safe and healthy. 
Like councils across the county, Walsall’s has 
to look very carefully at how it delivers every 
part of what it does. 

“We are past the bare bones already, we 
have cut so much over the last four years but 
we need to put together a balanced budget. The 
situation is dire.” 

Councillor Ian Robertson has already 
claimed the council will need to raise its coun¬ 
cil tax by 57 per cent in the next two years to 
retain its current level of services. 

He said the council’s expenditure on NHS 
and council services were ‘totally unsustaina¬ 
ble’ and ‘already close to running on empty.’ 

Councillor Robertson, who is responsible for 
health, has warned the public that cuts will 
have to be made, or council tax will need to go 
up by 30 per cent next year and 27 per cent the 
following year.

Within days it has smashed 
the initial target of £500 with more 
than triple that pouring in from 
well-wishers. Around 140 people 
have pledged money so far. 

Many have also left messages pay¬ 
ing tribute to Mr Hodgson. Leigh 


Keyte posted: “Tragic loss of such a 
well loved gentleman. RIP Tom.” 

Another colleague Martin Waite 
said: “I only worked five shifts with 
you Tom but enjoyed them. Really 
appreciated the effort you made to 
support a newbie out on the road. 
One of the good guys. RIP mate.” 

West Midlands Ambulance Service 
have set up their own book of con¬ 
dolences at the Willenhall hub where 


he worked on Ashmore Lake Way. 
The book will give people who knew 
Mr Hodgson a chance to write down 
their memories. It will be handed to 
the family at a later date. 

Mr Hodgson’s family also released 
a statement: “Tom was a passionate 
man who lived his life enjoying out¬ 
door pursuits yet chose a profession 
where he was recognised in his abil¬ 
ity to help and comfort others.”

Shoppers want return 
of high street retailers

NO more pound shops, 
more upmarket clothes 
shops and move some of 
the bigger retailers away 
from out-of-town locations, 
back to the high street. 

These are the views of Walsall 
shoppers who have had their 
say on what they want to see 
from the town centre. 

It was reported last week that 
more than a quarter of shops in the 
borough were sitting empty - rank¬ 
ing it one of the worst areas in the 
country. 

Damning statistics from the Local 
Data Company (LDC) show the 
town is sixth with 27.6 per cent of 
shops out of business. 

Vera Barnett, aged 77, of the 
Alumwell estate said: “The shop 
offer has gone down, it is definitely 
not what it used to be and I am not 
happy with the options. I am con¬ 
cerned that all the shops are out on 
the Wharf and other places and the 
market is just terrible now I think. 

“All you get opening now is the 
pound shops and there is too many 
of them. We need the out of town 
retailers to come back in.” 

Empty 

Terry Edwards 68, also of the 
Alumwell estate, said he had been 
shopping in the town centre all his 
life and echoed Mrs Barnett’s call 
for no more pound shops. 

He said: “I think the shops we 
have at the moment are okay, I’m 
fine with them. I am not really sure 
how I feel about the empty shops. I 
would like to see them filled so long 
as it is not with pound shops.” 

Meanwhile the younger gener¬ 
ation made their case for a better 
choice of clothes shops, with the 
likes of River Island and Topman 
having moved out to the Crown 
Wharf Shopping Park. 

“It ain’t the cleanest town centre. 
The shops are all right but again I 
have seen cleaner places,” said one 
16-year-old. 

“I would like to have some better 
shops in, some clothes shops and 
shoe shops maybe.” 


Students help build new future for poor

The new 11 feet by 22 feet house 
in Tijuana which has a concrete 
foundation and stucco-finished ex¬ 
terior, will help to keep the family 
together who might otherwise have 
been unable to provide adequate 
housing for their children. 

Some of the poorest families in 


Mexico live without electricity, 
running clean water, or access to a 
fridge, car and telephone and, after 
returning from the life-changing 
adventure student Laura Cotter- 
ill, aged 16, said: “I really enjoyed 
the trip to Mexico. I thought it was 
amazing to see how families could 
be changed by a little bit of help.” 

Rachael Wright, ethos youth 
worker at Grace Academy Darlas¬ 
ton who also went on the trip, said: 
“I am really proud of our students 
who took on the challenge to keep a 
family together. They put their all 
into every part of the build, taking 
everything in their stride. 

“This opportunity has helped our 
students to grow, developing their 
perspective of the world.”

Expansion 
scheme for 
school gets 
green light 

PLANS for a multi-million pound 
expansion to a primary school have 
been approved despite safety fears 
around the state of the mine shafts 
underneath the site. 

An application was made to build a 
two-storey extension block at Fibbers- 
ley Park Primary School in Willenhall 
which would provide additional space 
for classrooms, the library and hall. 

The scheme is estimated to cost 
£3.9 million. The Coal Authority de¬ 
clared the council had ‘failed to suffi¬ 
ciently consider the risks’ of building 
on the site at Noose Lane, which was 
last used for mining in the 1870s. 

But within the last few days the 
council confirmed it had approved 
the proposal. However, development 
cannot start until plans to treat the 
former shafts are provided. 

The condition on the council’s de¬ 
cision notice states: “No development 
of the school extension hereby permit¬ 
ted shall commence until a scheme of 
remedial works to treat the areas of 
shallow coal mine workings to the 
affected areas have first been submit¬ 
ted to and approved in writing by the 
Local Planning Authority.” 

The expansions will mean the re¬ 
ception class will increase by 50 per 
cent from 60 children to 90. 

The application was submitted by 
Walsall Children’s Services. 

Councillor Carl Creaney, who rep¬ 
resents the Willenhall South area, 
said: “This is very good news that this 
is moving forward and generally that 
schools are expanding because we are 
in desperate need of more places.”

Boss admits firm let people down' 


800 jobs axe 
with Plumb 
Center firm 
restructure 

PLUMB Center owner Wolseley is 
set to axe up to 800 jobs as part of a 
restructuring that will see it shut 80 
branches and a distribution centre. 

The company is not yet saying 
which branches face closure. It has 
Plumb Center outlets in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, Walsall, Brierley Hill, Cannock, 
Smethwick, Kidderminster and Staf¬ 
ford, as well as a branch of Burdens 
in West Bromwich. The shake-up will 
cost the firm £100 million. 

Wolseley said last Tuesday: “The 
closure of around 80 branches and 
one distribution centre is expected to 
lead to up to 800 job losses, the impact 
of which we will minimise through 
redeployment and attrition as far as 
possible. The programme is subject 
to consultation which will commence 
shortly and is expected to take 90 
days.” 

The group employs 6,000 people 
in the UK and operates across 750 
branches. The firm said that in the 
UK, which accounts for eight per cent 
of its profits, the repair, maintenance 
and improvement markets had de¬ 
clined and growth was ‘weak’. 

Wolseley said the restructur¬ 
ing, the result of a review, is ex¬ 
pected to generate £25 million to 
£30 million of annual cost savings 
when complete. 

The group made the announcement 
alongside full-year results, which saw 
overall revenues rise 4.2 per cent at 
constant exchange rates to £14.4 bil¬ 
lion. Pre-tax profit rose from a total of 
£508 million to £727 million, driven 
by the States, where the bulk of its 
business lies. 

Former jailed 
TV star back 

JAILED former West Midlands BBC 
presenter Ashley Blake is back on 
the Beeb. Blake was sentenced to two 
years for wounding a teenager outside 
his former Sutton 
Coldfield pub with 
a 3ft patio umbrel¬ 
la pole in 2009. 

He was 40 at 
the time of the 
incident and 
was found guilty 
of wounding a 
17-y ear-old and 
attempting to per¬ 
vert the course of 
justice. But Blake, from Birmingham, 
who used to present Watchdog and 
Holiday, returned to host a segment 
on BBC West Midlands’ Inside Out 
programme last week. 

A BBC spokeswoman said: “After 
his conviction in 2009 Ashley Blake 
has served his sentence, and the con¬ 
viction is now spent under the terms 
of the Rehabilitation of Offenders Act. 
Ashley is a very experienced broad¬ 
caster. As a freelancer, he is entitled 
to pitch ideas and offer his services as 
a presenter or reporter.”

ALTON Towers operator Merlin has 
accepted it ‘let people down with dev¬ 
astating consequences’ after receiv¬ 
ing a £5 million fine for the Smiler 
rollercoaster crash. Merlin Attrac¬ 
tions Operations Ltd was criticised 
by Judge Michael Chambers QC last 
week as he ordered bosses to pay up. 

He branded the accident a ‘cat¬ 
astrophic failure’ by the company 
involving basic health and safety 
measures, adding the ‘obvious sham¬ 
bles of what occurred’ could have 
been easily avoided by a suitable writ¬ 
ten system to deal with ride faults and 
a proper risk assessment. 


Two teenagers - Vicky Balch, then 
19, and Leah Washington, then 17 - 
each lost a leg in the collision in June 
last year and three others were seri¬ 
ously injured. 

Merlin Chief Executive, Nick Var¬ 
ney, in a statement read outside 
court, said: “We were always aware 
we would end up here today facing a 
substantial penalty, as has been deliv¬ 
ered by the court. 

“However, Alton Towers, and in¬ 
deed the wider Merlin Group, are not 
emotionless corporate entities. 

“In this context, the far greater 
punishment for all of us is knowing 


that on this occasion we let people 
down with devastating consequences. 
It is something we will never forget 
and it is something we are utterly de¬ 
termined will never be repeated.” 

Judge Chambers QC said: “The de¬ 
fendant now accepts the prosecution 
case that the underlying fault was 
an absence of a structured and con¬ 
sidered system not that of individu¬ 
als’ efforts, doing their best within a 
flawed system. 

“This was a needless and avoidable 
accident in which those injured were 
fortunate not to have been killed or 
bled to death.”

Airport's £l00m 
on improvements 

BIRMINGHAM Airport will spend 
£100 million improving facilities, in¬ 
cluding its baggage processing. 

The airport suffered a backlash 
from passengers over long delays wait¬ 
ing for their baggage during August. 
Birmingham has seen major growth in 
recent years with passengers numbers 
soaring to 11 million a year. 

A million more are expected next 
year as new services are introduced 
by budget airline Jet2. The im¬ 
provements will see money spent on 
self-service check-ins, additional car 
parking and on air traffic control. 

£500 raised for 
ex-Pics player 

A WALSALL football club has raised 
more than £500 for their former play¬ 
er who tragically died. 

Rushall Olympic FC raised £507.50 
at their recent home game against 
Kettering Town in the FA cup for the 
Daniel Wilkinson Foundation. 

Mr Wilkinson, aged 26, suffered a 
suspected heart attack while playing 
for non-league side Shaw Lane Aqua- 
force in Barnsley last month. 

A post on the team’s website read: 
“Thanks to everyone in our fantastic 
football family who have contributed. 
We will never forget Dan.” 

Tree debris fear 
sparks chop call 

A WALSALL couple hope a tree they 
worry could fall onto their house will 
be chopped down. They live on Sutton 
Road, close to Queen Mary’s Gram¬ 
mar School, and want a horse chest¬ 
nut tree cut down because they said it 
has grown ‘to almost twice the height 
of their property and considerably 
overhangs their property’. 

They said they will not sit in their 
conservatory while it is windy as they 
fear falling debris and branches could 
smash through its roof.

£5m Smiler fine is no 
help to us, says mother 


ALTON Towers bosses now face huge 
compensation claims as victims of the 
Smiler crash branded a £5 million fine 
‘irrelevant’ saying that they cannot 
move on. 

Victim Chandaben Chauhan, aged 50, from 
Wednesbury, said after Merlin Attractions 
Operations Ltd was fined: “For what we are 
struggling with, the fine is not really any 
help.” 

She was sat on the second row of the ride along¬ 
side her daughters Vanisha, 30, and Meera, 27, 
when the crash happened - the impact likened to a 
90mph car crash. 

The carriage smashed into the back of an empty 
one after engineers at the theme park over-rode a 
block mechanism which had automatically stopped 
the ride. 

Ms Chauhan was left with internal bleeding and 
needing a stomach operation. 

Reacting to the fine handed out last week at Staf¬ 
ford Crown Court, she said it was immaterial in the 
context of her family’s on-going recovery. 

Compensation 

The victims, left suspended in the ride 20ft above 
ground for up to five hours, are now expected to 
seek civil compensation. 

Ms Chauhan said: “The fine is irrelevant. The 
point of coming here to hear the sentence was for 
getting one step closer to closure and to the facts. 

“For what we are struggling with, the fine is not 
really any help. 

“I have been left with a scar on my stomach and 
then I have the psychological effects which I am 
sharing with my daughters.” 

“Because we are a family we support each other. 
Our whole support system has just broken down. 

“I can’t support my daughters and they can’t 
support me. That is what the problem is. I can’t 
see an end to it just yet. I am struggling to get the 
therapy I need as the funding is just not available. 
Until now I just didn’t have the energy so I was 
hiding away. I just have to face the music now. It 
has gone on too long.” 

The court heard that on the day of the crash in 
June last year a test carriage had been sent around 
the ride but had come to rest on the track, unseen 
by ride staff. 

The engineers had overridden a computer system 
which they believed had halted the ride in error - 
and sent a full car along to the track into the path 
of the empty carriage. The kinetic energy involved 
in the crash was likened to a family car of 1.5 tons 
colliding at about 90mph.

Attempted robber’s jail term is cut 


AN ‘intoxicated’ man who burst 
into a Birmingham dementia 
sufferer’s home and tried to rob 
him has had his jail term cut by a 
third on appeal. 

James Charles Doody, aged 27, 
of no fixed abode, invaded the 
78-year-old man’s bungalow in 
Shirley Road, Acocks Green, in 
October. 

The victim suffered from a 
‘degree of dementia’, Mr Jus¬ 
tice Irwin told London’s Appeal 
Court, but the pensioner was able 


to call the police who came rapidly 
and found Doody still inside the 
property. 

Mr Justice Irwin said he was 
‘clearly very intoxicated’ and 
hadn’t stolen anything before of¬ 
ficers arrived. 

Doody admitted attempted rob¬ 
bery, two counts of breaching a 
conditional discharge and was 
jailed for six years at Birmingham 
Crown Court on March 3. 

Doody had a ‘long list of acquis¬ 
itive crimes’, including burglaries, 


on his record, said Mr Justice 
Irwin. He had a history of drug 
abuse but, after sobering up, he 
was ‘clearly remorseful for what 
he had done’. 

Thomas Schofield, for Doody, 
argued his jail term was far too 
long and ought to be cut. 

He pointed out no weapon had 
been used and no physical injury 
caused to the pensioner. 

Judges agreed to reduced Doo¬ 
dy’s jail term from six to four 
years.

WALSALL Council’s use of investi¬ 
gatory powers to target criminals has 
plummeted to just three instances in 
12 months - compared to 67 times four 
years ago. 

A report reveals the authority has 
exercised the controversial RIPA - 
Regulation of Investigatory Powers 
Act - on three occasions between April 
1 2015 and March 31 this year - all for 
trading standards cases. The powers 
can also be used to build cases against 
suspected benefit cheats and people 


committing anti-social behaviour. 
The council has drastically reduced its 
right to exercise RIPA in recent years 
with cases falling from 67 in 2011/12, 
to 31 the following year, eight in the 
period after and five in 2014/15. 

Councillor Keith Chambers , said: 
“On one level it is a good news story. 
Some of the responsibility is now un¬ 
dertaken by Walsall Housing Group. 
But those who drop litter or fly-tip 
should not take comfort from this be¬ 
cause we are still watching them.”

A WALSALL mother made a heart wrenching plea to poli¬ 
ticians regarding the challenges faced by carers during the 
annual Labour party conference. 

Sara Meredith, of Brownhills, told delegates about the 
harrowing situations parents and carers of severely disa¬ 
bled children face every day. Her speech highlighted the 
devastating effect the government cuts are having to ser¬ 
vices and support for disabled children and their families. 

She also told stories of how a mother had been told by a 
social worker that they could not help her until she ‘broke’, 
another mother who told her about respite care being cut 
from two hours to 45 minutes, leaving her to make the 
choice between eating, washing or spending time with her 
other children. 

Speaking to delegates at the conference, she said: “In 
Walsall the government is forcing us to make nearly £100 
million in cuts over the next few years. 

“I tell you this. The scale of the cuts inflicted on us by 
Tory austerity will scar the parents of our most vulnerable 
children.”

A TOP West Midlands crime boss 
received more than £350,000 as 
part of a bumper pay-off after 
leaving her job. 

Jacky Courtney, left her role as chief ex¬ 
ecutive of the Office of the West Midlands 
Police & Crime Commissioner on April 30 
last year as part of a shake-up following the 
election of David Jamieson. 

Mrs Courtney, who served as chief ex¬ 
ecutive to the old West Midlands Police 
Authority for seven years, received a 
£74,600 ‘loss of office’ payment as well as 
a £278,900 contribution to 
her pension pot. Addition¬ 
ally she was paid £11,500 
in salary and fees for ap¬ 
proximately one month’s 
work and received £500 
worth of benefits to total 
just over £365,000. 

As chief executive she 
was paid £109,300 and had 
an Audi company car. She 
could not be directly con¬ 
tacted for comment. 

The PCC’s publicly available accounts 
state Mrs Courtney ‘retired’ but it is under¬ 
stood she was made redundant in a restruc¬ 
ture by Mr Jamieson. Jonathan Jardine 
replaced Mrs Courtney as chief executive 
on a salary of £79,200 and no company car. 

A PCC spokesman said: “The office the 
PCC inherited was from the bloated and 
unaccountable days of the police authority, 
where some members of staff were paid 
very high salaries and everyone got first 
class travel. But since the election of the 
police and crime commissioner in 2014, 
things have changed. The office has been 
reorganised and we now work in a more 
streamlined, accountable and effective way. 

“It is worth remembering that most of 
the amount was pension allocation. In ad¬ 
dition, thanks to the changes we’ve already 
made, we are making savings of £300,000 a 
year on those old police authority days and 
should have paid for these costs within two 
years.” 


THEY spend most of their time 
glued to the box, so it was apt that 
two stars of Gogglebox officially 
opened the new TV department in 
a £2.7million megastore.

Underground secrets 
of Victorian expertise 


THESE eerie photos show 
the hidden Victorian un¬ 
derworld that lies beneath 
the bustling streets of Bir¬ 
mingham. 

The storm drains were built 
in the 19th century, with pic¬ 
tures documenting repairs to 
the drains in 1893 using wood¬ 
en blocks. 

Photographer Michael Scott, 
from Birmingham, explored the 
drains himself after seeing some 
pictures online. 

The 32-year-old said: “It’s amaz¬ 
ing to go somewhere so central in a 
city and be totally alone - bar the 
occasional rat. It really is a hidden 
Victorian underworld.” But the 
drains aren’t always so peaceful. 
He said: “It is very dangerous and 
you have to be very careful of the 
weather. 

“Ideally it needs to not have 
rained at least four days prior to 
you going, and most importantly it 
needs to be forecast clear and dry 
on the day you go down. 


MEMORY LANE

“Even then, you need to know 
where the access ladders are. The 
issue is you are in a storm drain, 
and the main use of the drain is to 
take all the rain water away from 
the streets in the quickest way pos¬ 
sible. Even if it just drizzles, the 
water rises and it rises fast.” 

Local historian Professor Carl 
Chinn MBE, is among those who 
is fascinated to see the photos 
of a previously little seen side of 
Brum’s past. He said: “People al¬ 
ways talk about the railways, but 
this was another major achieve¬ 
ment of Victorian engineering. It 
was the result of the public health 
movement in the late 19th Cen¬ 
tury, as people became more aware 
of water-borne diseases. Cities like 
Birmingham started to bring in 
fresh water, and there is a reason 
why the Chamberlain memorial in 
Birmingham is a fountain, because 
he was pivotal to this.” 


Joseph Chamberlain was elected 
town councillor in November 1869, 
and rose to become Mayor in 1873, 
during which he tackled fears over 
Birmingham’s water supply, which 
was described as a danger to public 
health. 

Approximately half of the city’s 
population relied upon well water, 
but this was polluted by sewage. 

Determined to stop the rising 
death rate from contagious dis¬ 
eases in the poorest parts of the 
city, in January 1876 Chamberlain 
forcibly purchased Birmingham’s 
waterworks for a combined sum of 
£1,350,000, creating Birmingham 
Corporation Water Department. 

By this time he was represent¬ 
ing the city in Parliament, and he 
declared to a House of Commons 
Committee that: “We have not 
the slightest intention of making 
profit. We shall get our profit in¬ 
directly in the comfort of the town 
and in the health of the inhabit¬ 
ants.” 

He also identified the Elan Val¬ 
ley in Powys, Wales, as a potential 
source of clean water for the city.

M EETING Vicki Ball is all about her 
smiles - lots of them. She’s gener¬ 
ous with her compliments, can’t wait for 
her next holiday adventure and has the 
most infectious of laughs. 

Her company is light and she’s gushing with 
the praise about her new look. 

A retired community midwife who was based 
at the former Wordsley Hospital, the bubbly 
60-something-year-old is quick to affirm: “I 
love my new teeth and they look natural, don’t 
they?” 

Adding: “You can’t tell they’re not my own,” 
Vicki admits her smile has not always been 
her favourite attribute. 

“I’ve always had trouble with my teeth; even 
as a young girl they crumbled and my gums 
used to bleed.

A STORY about a hushed-up D-Day 
training disaster, created by the writ¬ 
er of War Horse, will be staged at Bir¬ 
mingham Rep from tonight (Thurs¬ 
day) until October 15. 

The play, 946: The Amazing Story 
of Adolphus Tips, has been adapted 
by Michael Morpurgo and Emma 
Rice from Morpurgo’s own book of 
the same name.

Lily and her fam¬ 
ily are moved away from Slapton but 
Tips gets left behind. Lily sets out to 
rescue her cat accompanied by townie 


friend Barry and a black American GI 
Adolphus ‘Adi’ T Madison. 

It feels like it couldn’t get any 
worse for Lily and her family, but 
then the Germans ambush the train¬ 
ing fleet with disastrous results for 
the Allied troops. 

Morpurgo said: “There is no the¬ 
atre company that tells stories more 
imaginatively, more unexpectedly, 
than Kneehigh. 946 is based on his¬ 
torical events that took place in and 
around Slapton as the Americans 
trained for the landings in France. 

“I have witnessed first-hand the 
way Kneehigh weaves a tale and 
makes it live on stage for us. For my 
story to play a part in this is simply 
a joy.”

There's a web of intrigue 
for Julien in new case 


T wo years ago, viewers were 
gripped by The Missing, which 
starred James Nesbitt as a 
distraught father desperately 
searching for his young son who 
disappeared during a holiday to 
France. 

The series ended on an ambiguous 
note - some viewers thought the 
mystery had been solved, others felt 
there were still some loose threads left 
dangling. However, the bad news for 
those in the latter camp is that this 
new series won’t be picking up where 
the last one left off. 

The good news is Tcheky Karyo 
is reprising his role as French 
detective Julien Baptiste to tackle a 
whole new case. And while the 
first run largely concentrated on 
parents dealing with the horror of not 
knowing what had happened to their 
child, this one takes a different 
approach. 

Writers Harry and Jack Williams say: 
“While we were writing the first series, 
we began talking about what the show 
would have been had Oliver Hughes 
been found. This story grew out of that 
discussion. 


“It’s the other side of the coin to 
series one - an exploration of loss, of 
freedom, of how the past can shape 
the present in myriad ways that we 
cannot fully understand. It’s bigger, 
more ambitious, and we’re delighted to 
have such a brilliantly talented cast 
joining Julien Baptiste for a new case.” 

That cast includes David Morrissey 
(The Walking Dead, Extant) and 
Keeley Hawes (Line of Duty, The 
Casual Vacancy, The Durrells) as Sam 
and Gemma Webster, whose 
daughter Alice went missing in 
Eckhausen, Germany, in 2003. 

By late 2014, Sam and Gemma are 
barely speaking to each other, and 
Alice’s brother Matthew (Jake Davies) 
has become violent and withdrawn. 

But then a young British woman is 
founding stumbling through the streets 
of Ekchausen, where she 
subsequently collapses - and is 
identified as Alice (Abigail 
Hardingham). 

In theory, her return should be a 
cause for rejoicing, but the news 
throws her family into turmoil and 
sends shockwaves through the tight- 


knit German community. 

As with the original series, we move 
between the present day and the 
original investigation. Even knowing 
that Alice will be found shouldn’t make 
the series less tense, especially as it 
seems that she may hold vital clues to 
the whereabouts of a second missing 
girl, Sophie Giroux, whose 2003 
disappearance was investigated by 
Baptiste. As the detective heads to 
Iraq, following a lead that he believes 
is key to finding the girls’ abductor, the 
Webster family has to deal with what 
happens when the child you’ve spent 
years longing to be reunited with 
actually comes back. 

Executive producer Willow Grylls 
promises we’ll be hooked: “I am so 
proud to have such a high calibre of 
cast attached to this project and, with 
the genius of Harry and Jack Williams’ 
scripts, I know the audience will be 
gripped to this series just as much as 
they were to the first. And the beloved 
Julien Baptiste is back! 

‘The Missing series two will be just 
as thrilling, heart-wrenching and 
character driven as you’d hope it to 
be.”

We had almost decided on a city holi¬ 
day to Sweden and Denmark when we 
saw a Fred Olsen cruise which includ¬ 
ed those two countries, plus the bonus 
of Baltic Sea countries Estonia, Latvia 
and Russia - with St Petersburg as the 
highlight. 

The itinerary immediately appealed, and 
with the help and knowledge from the tour 
staff, we booked a series of excursions well 
within our budget. 

Leaving from a UK port has many bene¬ 
fits, including extra luggage allowance and 
speedy embarkation. 

After two sunny days’ sailing, we entered 
the Swedish Archipelago, a group of 30,000 
islands; our ship Balmoral weaved through 
a four-hour scenic passage. 

Arriving in Stockholm, a panoramic city 
tour took in the highlights. Strolling around 
the oldest district, Gamla Stan, you absorb

the heart and antiquity of the city. In Tal¬ 
linn, a medieval town in Estonia, our walk¬ 
ing tour was a great way to soak up sights 
and sounds of this enchanting place, with 
narrow cobbled streets, secret courtyards 
and fairytale towers. 

Troubadours and Minstrels entertain, 
singing and playing traditional songs in 
authentic dress. Stalls selling hand knit¬ 
ted clothing and amber - known as Baltic 
gold- are sold at keen prices. Lunch of pork, 
cooked Estonian style, is a culinary delight. 

The next morning, we arrived at St Pe¬ 
tersburg, Russia. Two names are synony¬ 
mous with this extraordinary city, rulers 
Peter and Catherine the Great, whose in¬ 
fluence dominated Imperial Russia and still 
evident today. We made the most of our 
first day, with tours of Peterhof Palace and 


the Hermitage, which houses more than 2.8 
million works of art. Lunch in a typical Rus¬ 
sian restaurant started with vodka tasting. 

In the evening, we were taken to the 
Nickolaevsky Palace, featuring a tradi¬ 
tional folk show, entertained by musicians, 
singers and dancers, each routine reflecting 
different regions of Russia. During the in¬ 
terval, Russian Champagne, vodka, caviar 
and canapes were served generously. The 
show ended with a rousing Cossack theme. 

Highlights 

The city’s highlights tour captures the 
most significant sights of St Petersburg. 
By now, we were only half way through our 
cruise. 

Riga, regarded as the ‘Pearl of Latvia’, 
is characterised by three distinct faces, 
from 14th century medieval roots, quality 
Art Nouveau buildings and 19th century 


wooden architecture. We visited the Dome 
Cathedral, while meandering round the 
quaint old town, you become enthralled in 
its history. Sailing to Denmark, we had un¬ 
expected sight of a pod of dolphins appear¬ 
ing either side of the ship. 

Balmoral berthed a short walk from 
Copenhagen’s iconic attraction, the Little 
Mermaid; despite three serious injuries, she 
sits serenely on her bed of rocks. 

After taking in Copenhagen’s highlights, 
we arrived at the old charming fishing 
village of Dragor. We strolled the narrow 
streets of yellow cottages with thatched 
roofs, gardens ablaze with Hollyhocks, end¬ 
ing with Danish pastry and coffee served at 
an old inn. 

Our final night in Balmoral’s theatre 
featured all the artists and dancers in a 
spectacular show that left us clamouring 
for more.

As 
the eagerly anticipated replacement for the 
Primastar, the NV300 sits between NV200/e- 
NV200 and NV400 in the Nissan LCV range. 
It’s a highly significant model launch as it 
completes the rejuvenation of the Nissan 
LCV family line-up. 

With this new mid-sized van, Nissan has one of 
the widest commercial vehicle ranges on the market, 
allowing dealers to provide a convenient ‘one-stop 
shop’ for van, truck and pick-up customers. 

Supporting the brand’s wider LCV strategy - which also 
includes the NT400 and NT500 trucks, plus the award-win¬ 
ning Navara pick-up - the NV300 is available as a panel van, 
crew van and as a Combi passenger vehicle. In addition, a 
floor cab version is available as a rolling chassis and is the 
perfect platform for bespoke conversions. 

For unrivalled peace of mind, the NV300 is backed by 
Nissan’s industry-leading five-year / 160,000 km warranty, 
which also applies to all Nissan genuine accessories fitted 
to the vehicle. With its efficient engine range and low servic¬ 
ing costs, the NV300 is a new ‘running cost champion’ for 
the segment. 

It has been carefully designed to provide business users 
with a versatile ‘mobile office’ environment, offering passen¬ 
ger car levels of cabin comfort and driving refinement. With 
a range of efficient diesel engines, exceptional on-road dy¬ 
namics, and in-control driver assistance and safety technol¬ 
ogies, the NV300 is an exceptional new LCV. 

Built at the Renault-Nissan Alliance plant at Sandouville, 
France, the NV300 goes on sale across Europe from No¬ 
vember. 

Four engine options are offered on the NV300. All use Nis¬ 
san’s trusted 1.6-litre dCi diesel engine - best known from 
the brand’s Qashqai and X-Trail crossovers - with power 
outputs of 95hp, 120hp, 125hp and 145hp.

Dedicated ex-boss made 
life better for patients 


MEL EVES has led the tributes to ‘one of 
the greats’ Graham Hawkins, who died 
last week at the age of 70. 

Hawkins won promotion with Wolves both 
as a player and a manager, graduating through 
the club from a boyhood fan to boss the team he 
once watched from the terraces. 

And Eves described Hawkins - who raised money 
for fellow cancer patients at Shrewsbury’s Royal Hos¬ 
pital after being diagnosed with non-Hodgkin Lym¬ 
phoma in 2009 - as £ a pleasure to be around’. 

After being relegated from Division One at the end 
of the 1981/82 season, Hawkins was the man tasked 
with getting Wolves straight back to the promised 
land. 

Hawkins, who helped the team gain promotion to 
the top flight as player in 1967, arrived from Shrews¬ 
bury, where he served as an assistant to Graham 
Turner, to take the reins at Molineux - and succeeded 
immediately. 

Moulded 

Wolves finished second - 10 points behind Queens 
Park Rangers - to go back up at the first time of ask¬ 
ing, with the likes of Eves, Andy Gray and Kenny 
Hibbitt starring. 

“It is a really sad loss,” said Eves. “He moulded a 
great team. There was a really good mix of senior pros 
and young lads in the side. 

“He did a really good job with players such as Andy 
Gray, Kenny Hibbitt, myself, John Humphrey, Dale 
Rudge, Ian Cartwright, Bobby Coy. 

“We did really well to get promoted and there was 
a really great team spirit there among the players. 

“I finished top scorer that season and he had the 
faith to put me up front alongside Andy Gray. 

“It was just unfortunate in the following season he

was left out to dry,” Eves added. “We probably needed 
three or four more players so that was disappointing 
for everybody.” 

Wolves struggled in the following season, back in 
the top flight, and Hawkins was sacked in April 1984 
with the club heading for the first of three successive 
relegations. 

It was a dark period for the club which almost re¬ 
sulted in extinction. 

After management, Hawkins worked for the Foot¬ 
ball League as head of youth development, helping 
hundreds of young footballers make the grade as pro¬ 
fessionals. 

“When Graham was in his role with the Football 
League, he always conducted himself impeccably - he 
was very professional,” Eves said. 

“He was really easy to get on with and a pleasure 
to be around. 

“I think the last time I saw him as at the London 
Wolves 50th anniversary, which was not long ago. I 
knew he had been struggling for a while but he man¬ 
aged to do an awful lot of fundraising.” 

Laurie Dalrymple, managing director of Wolves, 
said: “Graham made a huge contribution not only to 


Wolves but to football in general during his career. He 
was widely respected and well-liked, both inside and 
outside of football. It was typical of the man that he 
spent his final years raising money for fellow cancer 
sufferers at the Royal Shrewsbury Hospital.” 

Hawkins is survived by wife Jane, sons Ian and 
Richard and grandchildren Lauren, Amy, Holly and 
Louisa. 

Royal Shrewsbury Hospital staff described 
Hawkins’ fundraising efforts as ‘magnificent’. 

Dr Sheena Khanduri, clinical lead for cancer ser¬ 
vices at The Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital NHS 
Trust, said: “The trust has lost a great friend and 
supporter. 

“Graham’s magnificent fundraising efforts really 
helped to improve the experience of our patients. 

“His fundraising efforts included donating iPads 
which offered a distraction and something else for 
patients to think about whilst they receive their 
treatment in our Haematology Day Centre and the 
Chemotherapy Day Centre at the Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital. 

Legendary 

“On behalf of the trust I would like to pass on my 
condolences to Graham’s family.” 

Mr Hawkins was in the dugout at the Gay Meadow 
in the early 1980s alongside legendary manager Gra¬ 
ham Turner before his move to Molineux. 

Brian Caldwell, chief executive at Shrewsbury 
Town, said: “Graham will be remembered by many 
Shrewsbury Town fans for the work he did alongside 
Graham Turner as his assistant manager. 

“It was a spell where the club played at the highest 
level in English football so far and Graham is remem¬ 
bered fondly by Town fans for being part of that. 

“The thoughts of everyone at the club are with Gra¬ 
ham’s wife, Jane, his sons, Ian and Richard and the 
rest of his family and friends at this sad time.”
